Disguised tariff legislation, now 


before Congress, threatens severe 
damage to the business of many 
American manufacturers, 
prin- 


cipally because it will transfer 
some commodities from the free to 
the dutiable list, and add new im- 
posts upon others, it was stated to- 
day by J. J. Brossard, vice-presi- 
dent of Container Corporation of 
America. 


He pointed out that various- di- 


visions of the paper Industries, de- 
pendent upon foreign supplies of 
wood pulp, would be among those 
most drastically affected. This leg- 
islation, if successful, 
he said, 


would result in widespread unem- 
ployment ?nr« further loss of taxes 
tc the government through forcing 
reduced plant operations, if not 
complete suspension. 


Two bills f.re now in the hands! 


of the Ways and Means Committee' 
of the House of Representatives,, 
Mi1. Brossarr'. said, which, while, 
characterized otherwise, are in es-, 
senco tariff measures. These are 
K. R. 8688 and H. R. 867S. Wood 
pulp, long on the free list, would be 
one of the first commodities to

The statement issued by 
Mr. 


Brossard. in an attempt to interest 
other affected business men, fol-' 
lows:

This would place in 
jeopardy our plant investment of 
more than sixteen million dollars, 
ejio deprive government of taxes 
which we pay on several million 
dollars worth of inventory, ac- 
count.'i receivable, etc. 


"Multiply this result by the num- 


ber of companies which would be 
affected in our industry alone. Add 
to it that .hardship operations of 
the provisions of these bills would 
inflict on other industries depend- 
ent on imported materials, and it 
will be readily appreciated that a 
new crisis would be presented on 
top of the one already created by 
inadvisable tariff les^slation."

in some of our large cities.

Scarlet fever, 


or scarlatina, is 
an a c u t e con- 
tagious and in- 
fectious disease. 
While no age is 
e x e m p t from 
t h e i n f e c - 
tion. about 90'. 
per cent of the 
cases o c c u r in 
children f r o m 
one to fifteen 
years of age. 
The d i s e a s e 
Dr. Copeland 


quickly develops after exposure to 
the fever. The incubation period 
may be as short as one day, or it 
may take about a week. 


In children fever, nausea, vomit- 


ing headache and general uneasiness, 
uith severe sore throat, are the first 
symptoms noted. 
Occasionally a 


convulsion may usher m the attack. 


The eruption appears from twelve 
to thirty-six hours after the initial 
symptoms 
It is usually first seen 


in tbe neck and upper part of the 
chest, in the form of a uniform red 
flush 
When viewed closely it dia- 


closes minute spots of a darker hue. 
This eruption gradually fades be- 


ginning on the third or fourth day, 
and by the end of the week has al- 
most disappeared. 
Then follows a 


period of de^quamation, or peeling. 


which mav continue for from four 
to six weeks

The glands of the neck may become 
involved. A very frequent compli- 
cation is an attack of acute Bnght'g 
disease. 
To avoid these untoward 
results the diot of the patient should 
be bland, consisting- largely of milk, 
with the exclusion of meat and meat 
«oups. 


The disease 19 communicated from 
the sick to the well through the se- 
cretions of the mouth, nose and dis- 
charging ears as well as by direct 
contact with thp patient. It is barely 
possible that scales from the peeling 
skin are dangerous and health de- 
partments quarantine the patient 
until desquamat;on is completed and 
all discharges Havp been arrested 


Prevention of the spread of scarlet 


fever depends largely upon the care- 
ful inspection of school children, ex- 
cluding all those who show suspicious 
symptoms 
Various tests and pro- 
tective inoculations havp been used, 
but their action is not always de- 
void of unpleasant reactions 
The 
"Dick test" has been used to deter- 
mine the susceptibility of children to 
the disease Tn asylums and Institu- 
tions, where there is danger of an 
epidemic, these precautions have met 
•with considerable success 


Mild cases of scarlet fever may 
pass unnoticed and provp the source 
of an epidemic of considerable extent. 
Hence it is important that no svmp- 
tom indicating the possible presence 
of the disease be overlooked.
